MOST CIVIC PROBLEMS 
CAN BE REMEDIED BY 
CITY MANAGER SCHEME 


The following from *§aturday 
Night" on the city manager idea, 
headed “City Manager Idea is Work- 
ing Out, "" will be read with interest: 


With the wretchedly "wasteful 
administration which our cities 
are “enjoying”; with the rates 
climbing until there seems BGt one 
thing to do, and that is move out 
into the country, the time has ar- 
rived when we must look for a bet- 
ter form of government than City 
Councils and Boards of Control 
are giving us. 

Investigators who have delved 
deeply into the city manager plan, 
are convinced that most, if not all, 
of our present problems can be 
solyed by this form of civic goy- 
ernment. At the moment there 
are in the United.States some one 
hundred and fifty cities and. towns 
whose affairs are in the hands of 
‘managers, and in the great major- 

\ ity of cases nothing but good re- 
ports have been given as to the 
desirability of this form of admin- 
istration. In the few where the 
change has not brought progress 
and efficiency, there has been a 
lack of the proper spirit. Politics 
have been allowed to intrude and 
the work of the managers inter- 
fered witb. 

Many ~— Interesting examples 
might be given of what has been 
accomplished under this system. 


For instance, San Jose, Callfornia, 
was run in 1910 with less expend- 
ftare than by the old form of gov- 
ernment in 1916, and that despite 
the higher costs. Sandusky, Ohlo, 
was in 1919 able to reduce Its 
debt, while the operating expenses 
were actually less than in 1914 
when the old plan was in force. 
th Waltham, Mass., there has been 
great economy and effictency ur- 
der the system. Our own West- 
mount, Quebec, is a fine example 
of the city manager idea, for it {s 
today one of the best, if not the 
best, managed municipalities {n 
Canada; and no  Westmounter 
would dream of reverting to the 
old plan. The outstanding feature 
of this business administration un- 
der a manager {s the preparation 
of a modern budget, planning a 
year ahead in great detall. But 
best of all perhaps fs the elimina- 
tion of a lot of political “‘credit- 
ors,” who-are ever an expensive 
Mability for any city to carry. 
Playing politics ts the curse of the 
present system. - 
Sooner or later we must awake 
to the necessity of a hetter civic 
administration. High taxes, par- 
tioularly in our larger centres, 
have already become 80 serious 
“ matter that both individuals and 
industries are planning to get out 
_from under by moving to centres 
where ‘expenses’ are less burden-

ROCHESTER; New York.—H. N, 
Whitford, of the Yale School of For- 
estry, told” the American ‘Chemical 
Society in its annual meeting herg 
today that alcohol'could be mannfac- 
tured from the moist vegetation: of 
tropical forests ‘and ‘jungles could be 
utilized to avert a future scarcity of 
fuel for driving automobiles. - 

) Bhere ‘isan abundance of alcohol 
ta tropical vegetation, he sald, bat. 
the difficulty lles in Gnding the means 
of manufacturing It profitably. 

“The evidence is conclusive,” said 

he, .*‘that the tropical sun has the 
power to store up more energy inthe 
form of cellulose’, in a given’ time 
than has the temperate sun. If this 
is ‘In a utilizable form it;remains for 
the ingenuity of man ,to overcome 
the difficulties of profitably applying 
it. “With the increasing needs of the 
nation It is reasonable to expect that 
sooner or later it will be necessary 
to utilize more. fully the plant re- 
sources of the tropics. 

“The future scarcity of ‘the coun- 
try’s Nquld fuel supply,’ continued 
Mr. Whitford, “is now so apparent 
that’ ‘the question of its early replace- 
ment “has become a vital problem 
In natural economics. The problem, 
however; Is of such magnitude that 
only from a consideration of new 
sources of energy and the discovery

Speaker’s Chair for Canada !

The Speaker's Chair which is be- 
 freseated to the Canadian House 
mmons by the Empire Parlis- 
mentary Association (United Eing- 
branch) to take the place of 
that destroyed in the fire at the Par. 
Nament Buildings, Ottawa, In Feb-~ 
Tuary, 1916, is now completed, and . 
it is expected that the presentation 
will be made by the Right Hon. J. 
W. Lowther, speaker of the imperial 
House of Commons, during the sum- 
mer. 

The gift has been tendered by the 
donors as “an abiding token of good 
will Setween both Partiaments,” and 
has been gratefutly accepted as such 
by the Canadian House of Commons. 
The chair is an exact copy of the 
Speaker’s Chair in the House of 
Commons (desizned by Pugin, who 
was Barry's assistant in the build- 
ing of the New Palace of Westmins- 
ter), which has been used since the 
prcupation of the present chamber 
by the Commons in 1852. “Like the 
original, the replica is a beautiful _ 
example of carved oak. It stands 
13ft. Gin., surmounted by a canopy 
bearing the Royal Arms, which are 
carved in a piece of old oak taken 
from the rvof of Westminster Hall, gf 
The seat of the chair is upholstered f 
in green leather.

REMARKABLE WAR MEMORIAL 
From The Toronto Globe. 
os i ‘ : ~ ees | NN . 
Perhaps the most wonderful me- 
morial of the war was‘unveiled the 
other day at the Parkhurst Prison 


—Mrs. Gurnett,| for convicts in the Isle of Wight. It 


is a brass tablet placed fh the chan- 
cel.of the prison chapel to the mem- 
ory of ex-convicts who took part in 
the war, and it was subscribed for 
by the convicts themselves, 
ex-convicts ‘ 
the war to fight for their country. 
The tablet bears this inscription: 

‘To the glory of God and in 
memory of those who went out 
from imprisonment in this place 
and gave their. lives for their 
cougtry on the Field of Honor in 
the Great War, 1914-1918... 

“‘These are they which came 
out of great tribulation.’—Erect- 
ed by their fellow-prisoners.” °* 
The ceremony of upvelling was 
performed by General Seeley in the 
presence of about 700 convicts. One 
ex-convict won the V.C., and after- 
wards died of wounds, A convict 
accompanied on the organ the hearty 
singing of the National Anthem, and 
the eyes of many of the men fn that 
strange audience were filled with 
tears as buglers sounded the “Last 
Post." Another convict laid a laur- 
e) wreath below the tablet. 

The memorial was the result of 
the spontaneous wish and sole effort 
of the convicts themselves, and so 
keen were some to send home for 
substantial sums toward it that the 
[doverner had to Imit*the subscrip- 
tions. Among the subscribers was 
a German who fought against us tn 
;the war.
